How Newark Will Be Affected By

City Solicitor Smythe Talks to the Advocate About 


Some of the Principal Provisions of the Measure

As the first of May approaches, when 


the officers who were elected at the 
spring election begin their duties in 
which they will be governed by the 
provisions of the new municipal code 
passed by the last legislature, in ex- 
traordinary Cession last October, the 
interest in the new code and its opera- 
tion in Newark increases. 
Even to 


those best informed, it is nothing more 
definite than a mass of legislative ver- 
biage. 


Mr. Phil B. Smythe, Newark's effi- 


cient solicitor, who was re-elected thl^ 
spring, is recognized throughout Ohio 
as one of the men who most.thorough- 
ly understand- tie new< measure for" 
municipal government. 
He/tyas asked 


by an Advocate reporter to give some, 
information along certain- -lines- 'of in- 
terest to the public and he gave the, 
following opinions as to the effect on 
the city of Newark, of the new lav/. 


"The new code divides the city gov- 


ernment into departments^ and offices. 
The departments are the legislative, 
administered by the council, depart- 
ment of service, administered by the 
Board of Public Service, department 
of Safety, by the Board of Public Safe- 
ty, and the 
Executive department, 


which is divided into offices Mayor, 
Solicitor and Auditor. 


"It is the intention of the code to 


make each department and office sep- 
arate and independent one of the oth- 
er. Each department and officer con- 
tracts its own debts, and pays its own 
bills, regardless of any other, and 
without reference to. any other author- 


ity, except the auditor who is the book- 
keeper of every department and all 
warrants drawn upon the 
tr:z=ury 


nrust go through his hands, and it is 
his duty "to see that no accoun* cf any 
department or officer is c~ r. >iv, n. 


"Here, however, 
occurs a ssr.ous 


lapse, as, no way is provided for any 
officer, or any person to get money out 
of the treasury, except by a somewhat 
forced construction. 
I submitted my 


construction to Smith Bennett, special 
counsel in the attorney general's office, 
and it met with liis approval. 
I will 


also submit it at the meeting of City 
Solicitors, in Columbus, next Tuesday. 


"At tie jeginning of the fiscal year, 


and every six months thereafter all the 
corporat!on"s fund will be distributed 
among the several departments, ac- 
cording to estimates submitted hy 
them. Any surplus at the end of six 
months, that may exist, is to be put 
back in tie general fund and redistri- 
buted. 


The duties of the Mayor will be prac- 


tically the same as they have been, ex- 
cept in one important particular, and 
that is the "power ot veto^Trfiichr-JS" 
given him by the new law.^. 


He may veto any "ordinance,-but tie 


council by a two-thirds vote may pa-s 
any measure over this veto. 


The tax commission will consist or 


four members, 
appointed this year 


for one. tn-o. three and four years, rtj- 
pectively. hereafter one to be appoint- 
ed every year without compensation. 
The'duties of this commission will be 
to look o'ver the tax levy, and they 
are empowered to make any reductions 
and report back with such recommen- 
dations as they see fit to the coiineil. 
which may by a three-fourths vote ic- 
enact the ordinance without accepting 
the recommendation.
